Masjid Negara, Malaysia’s National Mosque 
1965-2015 50 th Anniversary of Masjid Negara - Established August 27, 1965 

The nation of Malaysia, located in Southeast Asia, was formed on September 16,1963. Malaysia is a federation of several 
former British colonies that originally included: Federation of Malaya, North Borneo, Sarawak and Singapore. The official 
state religion of Malaysia is Islam. As an Islamic state, they soon began construction of Masjid Negara, which translate as 
National Mosque. Masjid Negara is located in the capital city of Kuala Lumpur. The mosque was designed by Howard Ashley, 
Hisham Albakri and Baharuddin Kassim. The chief engineer in charge of the construction was Antony Morris. The mosque 
was designed to look like an open umbrella. It is surrounded by 13 acres of gardens, and has the capacity to hold 15,000 
people. Masjid Negara officially opened on August 27,1965. To commemorate Masjid Negara’s 50 th Anniversary, Malaysia 
produced 3 multi-dated common designed commemorative coins, a gold proof, a colorized silver proof, and a nordic gold 
coin that is available in uncirculated and proof. 

Common Obverse: The center of the coin shows the overall view of Masjid Negara. The words “JUBLI EMAS MASJID 
NEGARA” (translates Golden Jubilee of National Mosque) are on the upper circumference of the coin while “MASJID 
NEGARA” words in Jawi script jdiji are on the upper right side of the coin. The years 1965 - 2015 denoting 50 years of 
anniversary are inscribed on the lower circumference of the coin with the landscape of Masjid Negara. 

Common Reverse: The words “BANK NEGARA MALAYSIA” (translates National Bank of Malaysia) as the issuing 
authority of the commemorative coin is featured on the upper circumference of the coin, while the face value of the coin is 
inscribed on the lower circumference. In between, the event logo shows a 13 pointed star like design within which the 
National Mosque is shown along with half crescent and star mark of Islam, with Jawi script 

which translates “Welcome Golden Jubilee of the National Mosque”. These coins are not yet listed in the “Standard Catalog 
of World Coins”, so they do not yet have a KM#.

The Great American Coin Hunt - National Coin Week April 21 - 28 2019 



The United States Mint has announced, starting April 1st, they will start releasing 10 million 
“W” mint marked quarters into circulation, mixed in with it’s normal production at a rate 
of about 1%. Two million of each design will be released. Making them the lowest circu¬ 
lation issued quarter since the 1937-S, which had a mintage of 1.6 million. With a mint¬ 
age of two million each, they will be the fourth lowest mintage in the Washington Quar¬ 
ter series issued for circulation. But don’t expect to see them too soon, as it is likely to 
take 4-6 weeks before they actually enter commerce. Detroit will be one of the first 29 
financial markets that the Federal Reserve will be shipping the “W” mint marked quarters to. 


I project values for the “W” mint marked quarters to skyrocket, with all coins being handled for circulation, high 
grade examples may be difficult to find. My estimate is $100 for MS67, $60 for MS66, and $40 for MS65.1 don’t 
expect the BU (MS60 - MS64) to be graded, but they should still trade for around $5 - $25. Even the circulated 
examples should trade for $1. But once initial demand is filled, I suspect that prices will drop for all, except the 
highest graded examples. UPDATE: At the 2019 MSNS Show - these “W” quarters where priced at $50. 

Note: The United States Mint has issued “S” mint marked brilliant uncirculated quarters since 2012, but these 
have been sold directly to collectors, not placed directly into circulation. The “S” mint marked National Parks 
Quarter series often have mintages below one million. For example, the Pictured Rocks “S” mint marked quarter 
sold 4,163 -1000 coin bags, 3,846 individual rolls, and 8,911 rolls as part of a set, for a total of 926,580 coins. 

In addition to the “W” mint marked quarters. Numismatists nation wide will be putting up to one million collect¬ 
ible coins into circulation, during National Coin Week April 21 - 28. So tell the kids to keep an eye on the change
